ing up an army in France ? 


Mr. Ponsonby thought the custody of 
Bonaparte out of EnrojM was an affair 
common to all the European Powers^nd 
tbo interest being comnton, the expense 
ought also to be common .We might 
have said lo any of ths great Powera, 
You are none of you master« of such a 
po»iiion as St. Helena, and therefore it 
is for ihe common interest,tliut he ahould 
be emi u»icd to u t : But then, as this is 
for the common intereit, the chatpe 
should not fall entiiely on ua__Had this 
been uii»t*d, by those to whom the Inte- 
rcfit oi this country were entrusted y the 
late nr{];ociiitions. he could notj b^eve 
that the AHiea would hitve tihjecied lo it. 
At all events, there could he no reason 
wivy Fraitcc should not have been made 
to |»ay a fanhei* sum of money for what 
was so ncceasnry to her safety. This 
was oni-- uf the strongest pro«fs eve^ giv­ 
en of the tn;th of this vulgar atiying— 
whoever m gosiaied fur England, John 
Bull was always made lo pay.

in, accontpa 
nicd by Las Casses, quite in the family 
way, to play.a rubber. On the firat of 
these vtaits» of which we have heard a 
particular account» Mr. Balcombe was 
ill wiih. the gout, and lay on the Sofa ; 
the Rmperor, two young ladies, Mr. 
Balcombe's daughters, snd au occaninnal 
guest, made up the party. Lus^tbasscs, 
and the other persons present, look* 
ed on. And here Bonaparte exhibited 
a seriea of weaknesses and putuhutces 
which apfiear to iia higllly tbaracteria- 
ing. 


When Las Cassoi put down four gold 
Napoleons for markers, the youngeat 
of the ladies, v^ho bad never aeen any of 
that coin before, took up one, and asked 
what it was. Bonaparte instantly» with 
more haate than waa constatent with 
pulitcuess, si^atçhcd it out ut her hand, 
aud exclaimed w{th a tone ^lall'of vexa* 
lion and half of triu m p h ,'Ne voyca 
VUU» pas 4ue c’esi inoi V (dont you see 
that it is myself} poiuiiug to the im- 
prcsHÎi>n with his fiiiger. 


When the cards were opened, the 
cov«#r wu»i as usual, thrown away, anU 
was picked up by a little boy, e aoii of 
Mi'. UaU oiiibo'^i, about aix years uld.^ 
I'hc print on tho case was .hf Orrai 
AJugui ; aud tbe little fellow, in the 
pride of his hi-art» would display it to 
the Emperor, who, however, was in no 
humour lo rcliuh what h« seemed to 
consider as a joke U|M>n himaelf ; he 
•nutchedihe paper fioin tiie child with 
a gr^at deal of impatience, tore the 
Urtat Mogut in pieces, and terrified 
tbo youni; wit te an awful dintance. 


Wiien tbe game had gone on a little» 
It cume to Bonaparte'a turn to deal— 
IXu happened to make aome rointake, 
and aa he expresasd much impatience 
at losing the deal tbe whole p»rty re* 
queated he woulil try again—he did ao, 
and a aecond time mishcd, and * then,* 
(»aid our rcj^ortrr.)* ifl had not seen it, 
I could not have conceived that ao trifl* 
itig an accident could heve aiTected any 
human creature so seriously—his whole 
cuuntenance waa lighted up with fuiy, 
and he made a violent contortion of htü 
foaturea, and drew his mouth do tv n. on 
one aide, like one snlTeriitg an inwmd 
pang.' He, howevei, recovered him* 
self enough to a»k to have the house 
searched for aome old curds, and (o send 
Las Casses to sit at a table in tiie corner 
to play alene with the offending cards, 
till he ahould make them run ainoothly ; 
and lit this solitary game of patieiice, the 
count obsccjuioubly played the rcat of 
the evening. 


Bonapaiie asked the youngest of the 
ladiea.whether ahe had ever been inEng* 
land} she said yea,ahe bed been educated 
there. Of coarse then ahe knew Geo* 
graphy ?—A little. What ia the capital 
of Russia ?—Moscow waa the ancient 
capital. Who, (then said he, with a 
look of gay expectation and pride) who 
burned it Î The girl to his utter dis* 
appintment, instead of saying—* ÿou,* or

quietly, ahe did not know. Bonaparte'a 
countenauce fell at ooce, and he relaps* 
ed Irom a kind of theatrical attitude in 
which he had waited her reply. 'I'hus 
be aetmed inclined to play over again 
hia old games, with two litUc girla at a 
card table.

was faatened, and come gently and put 
hia head ctuae to the fire to warm him- 
lelf, MS if l> J waa conacioua of being an 
old aarvunt, and wiahed to remind iia 
that he also had been present in the 
battle.” 


After observing, that thia aimple yet 
agitated life had Its chariita aa well aa 
ita miseries—that detachmenta were 
acen dapartiug or returning at every 
hour of the day from the moat diaiant 
parta in Spain—that when they reeeiv* 
ed ordera to he ready to mount, it might 
be for France, Germany, or the fur- 
therest extremitiea of Europe, or only 
for a abort ride, M. de Rocca proceeda 
in the following terms : 
** When the cannon roared at a distance 
announcing an apptoaching attack, on 
any point of the enemy'a lire ; when 
the dtfiVicnt corps were hurrying into 
aciion, biuthcrs and friends serving in 
ativetai divisions recognir^ed each otlu*t, 
and stopped to embrace, and iMd a hu»iy 
farewell; their arma claahcd, thri. 
plume» crossed each other, snd thty 
rciurned instantly to their ranks. The 
habit of danger made vs look upon 
death aa one of the moat oidioary cir- 
cumaiancea of life i wo piiivd our 
comradca when w unded} but when 
once tiisy had ceaaed to live, the in- 
diiferenco which waa ahown them a- 
motinted almost to Irony. When the 
aoldiera, passing by, recognised one of 
iheir companions stretclied among the 
dead, they just said, ** He ia no longer 
in want of any thing, 
lie will never 
abuae hia horse again. He has got 
drunk for the last time,** or something 
simitar .which only marked in the sfieak- 
or a stoical contempt of existence.— 
Such were the only funeral orations 
protiuuncsd in honour of tho»e who fall 
in our haltbs.*'
